A PROCLAMATION 
FOR A DAY OF FASTING AND PRAYER. 

To whatever attainments the human, under- 
standing may have reached in its researches 
into the properties and laws of the natural 
world; or however successful may have been 
the efforts of human reason and ingenuity, in 
multiplying and —— the productions of 
the earth, and the means of rendering existence 
in this world pleasant and desirable, we are con- 
tinually impressed, by the striking occurrences 
of life, with a sénse, not only of our own in- 
trinsic weakness, but of our ultimate depend- 
ence for all our individual and social enjoy- 
ments, on the inscrutable but almighty energy 
of the great First Cause of all things: On this 
impression, united with a belief of the good- 
ness of Gop manifested to us, as well in his 
providential government, as in his special com- 
munications of divine mercy, is founded the 
propriety of observing seasons for publicly im- 
ploring the favor and benediction of Heaven : 

I have therefore thought fit to appoint, and 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Council, I do hereby appoint THURSDAY, the 


fith day of April next, to be observed as a day 


of fasting and prayer throughout this Coni- 
monwealth. And the people of every religious 
denomination are requested to assemble in their 
respective places of public worship on that 
day, unitedly and devoutly to seek for the bles- 
sing of Almighty Gop on all their interests and 
concerns ; on their Agriculture, that the land 
may yield plentifully both for man and beast ;— 
on their Commerce and Manufactures, their 
Navigation and Fisheries ;—on the President 
of the United States, and the National Govern- 
ment ;—on the governments of the respective 
States ;—on all Judges and Courts of Justice ; 
—on the Ministers of religion, the instracters 
of youth; and the rising generation ;—on out 
University, Colleges, and Schools of learning, 
and cp all institutions formed for enlightening 
the minds, improving the morals, and increasing 
the prosperity of the community. 

And while we invoke the divine blessing on 
our concerns as men and as members of socie- 
ty; may we-bow ourselves before the Supreme 
Majesty of Heaven, and with suitable humility 
and confession of sins, implore his forgiving 
gtace through the mediation of his Son; and 
that the religion of the Gospel may be better 
understood, that it may universally prevail, and 
becomie the consolation and hope of the whole 
human kind. 

And the people are requested to abstain 
from all labour and recreations inconsistent 
with the sdlemnities of the day.

FRENCH LiDRARICs. 

Four principal libraries now exist in Paris; 
the king’s library ; that founded by the Cardi- 
nal Mazarine, that at St. Genevieve, and that 
of the Arsenal ; besides some“others belonging 
to particular establishments, and dedicated to 
special uses. The sum total of volumes to 
which a public, consisting of about 700,000 
persons, has access in Paris, during about five 
hours daily, is 1,125,437.
